Safety Stressed Wallace To Bow 


In Rights Trial Jo Court Order 


Federal Hearing 
Is Continuing 


MONTGOMERY, .Ala, (A P)— I 
Attorneys for the state of Ala-; 
bania planned to contend today 
that a Negro civil rights march 
from Selma to Montgomery—a 
distance of about 50 miles—is 
unsafe for all concerned. 
The testimony w*as expected 
in a resumption of a hearing be­ 
fore U.S. Dist. Judge Frank M. 
Johnson Jr. which began last 
Thursday. CivU rights leaders 
have completed their case. The 
state is taking its turn. 
Gov. George C. WaUace of 
Alabama said Sunday in a news 
conference that Ik* would pro­ 
vide what protection he can to 
the m archers, who will number 
in the hundreds, if the court 
rules tile march can take place. I 
Negro civil rights leaders last 
week asked Hie court for an in-; 
junction to prohibit the state 
and 
other 
law 
enforcement 
agencies 
from 
stopping 
the 
march. 
Two 
previous 
attempts 
to 
march have been broken up — 
once with the use of tear gas 
and club-swinging state troopers 
wearing gas masks. The second 
attempt was stopped peaceably 
after 
an 
apparent agreem ent 
between all parties concerned. 
Wallace 
had 
ordered 
the 
state troopers to break up the 
first march by whatever means 
necessary. That march was at­ 
tempted March 7. The second 
attempt came last Tuesday. 
Testimony in the hearing was 
highlighted Saturday when Col. 
Albert Lingo, tough commander 
of the state troopers, told the 
court til at one of his officers 
shot Jim mie Lee Jackson, a Ne­ 
gro laborer, during an outbreak 
of racial violence at Marion the 
night of Feb. 18 
Jackson had said before he 
died eight days later that a 
state trooper had shot him. 
lingo also testified that his 
troopers had standing instruc­ 
tions to use as little force as 
possible in breaking up demon 
stratums. He said he had been 
against the use of tear gas on 
the m archers but had consented 
to use it. 
The state is building its case 
on one thing: that it is unsafe 
for the m archers to journey the 
50 milos on U S 80 which winds 
through the soil-rich Black Belt 
of west-central Alabama.
